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Instructions for Usint^ A Classboro State College Modular Cluster 



A .[Jlassboro State College Modular Cluster ajuns at arranf^ing a learninp; 
experience in a very specific way. The goal of the cluster is to fa- 
cilitator successful, self -paced learning for as many students as 
possible. 

1. Glassboro State College modular clusters are intended to be used 

by teacher education students with the co-operation of on instructor. 
The instructor will give a brief explanation about the particiilar 
modular cluster. This should include the rationale for the cluster 
as we.ll as general arrangement for completing the module. 

2. After the meeting with the instructor, the student can begin work 
on the modular cluster. Within a cluster the modules are written 
sequentially so that each module should be completed in order. 

3. When a student begins to study a module, he or she should read over 
the pre-assessment procedures. A number of alternatives are then 
available. For example the student may decide eifter reading the 
pre-assessment procedures that he or she is competent in that skill 
area. He or she may then complete the entire pre-assessment test 
and discuss the result with the instructor. The instructor will 
then be able to verify the student's competence. 

U. A second choice would be possible, if the student feels unsure of 
the material as presented in the pre-assessment, he or she would 
then Gkip the pre-assessment and complete the whole module step by 
step, including the post-assessment procedures. 

The instructor will consult with the student after he or she has 
finished the post-assessment. At this point if the student and 
instructor feel the competency involved has been demonstrated, the 
student will tnove to the next module in the cluster. If the post- 
assessment reveals some deficiencyj remediation will be assigned 
and another form of post-assessment will then be used. 
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NOTE 

Each module in this module cluster represents a first attempt, a 
first effort to be modified and improved as feedback from students be- 
comes available • A module is never a finished product but rather a 
dynamic, open system capable of regeneration.
